NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On Monday, April 6, 2009, at approximately 2040 hours, Unit 169 EM’s, Deputies Michael 
Chacon, Pr] a [-— responded to a fight in progress call at 
ШИШ South Berendo Avenue, Torrance. Upon their arrival, De uty B: =v. a male 
Hispanic standing by the side of a residence. Deputy called out to the man, 
subsequently identified as Suspect Gonzalez, and directed him to walk towards him. 
Gonzalez came out and Deputy| began to conduct a pat down search of Gonzalez’ 
exterior clothing for weapons. 


As Deputy. earched the waistband area of Gonzalez, Gonzalez suddenly turned 
and placed Deputy in a headlock. A struggle ensued and Gonzalez forced Deputy 

head first to the ground. Deputy was able to pull his head away just 
before he hit the ground and Gonzalez fell head first with his hands at his waistband. 


Deputy J fell on top of Gonzalez. 


Hearing гос for assistance, Deputy Chacon ran over and saw that Gonzalez still 
had his hands near his waistband. Deputy Chacon kneeled down on Gonzalez’ right hip 
area to keep him from getting up as Deputy [J attempted to pull Gonzalez’ hands 
from underneath his body. Deputy Chacon ordered Gonzalez to remove his hands 
numerous times but he refused. 


Fearing that Gonzalez was attempting to arm himself, Deputy Chacon struck Gonzalez 
with his flashlight several times on his right ankle area in an effort to get him to release his 
hands. Gonzalez continued to fight by kicking out toward the deputies and attempting to 
roll over.

Deputy Chacon pinned Gonzalez' head against the ground with his left knee and told him 
he would shoot him if he did not release his hands from his waistband. The suspect 
complied and was taken into custody without further incident. 


Suspect Gonzalez was transported to Harbor UCLA Medical Center and treated for a 
fractured right ankle. Deputy lll was transported to Torrance Memorial Hospital due 
to complaint of pain coming from his neck. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Michael Chacon, еШ was interviewed on April 7, 2009 at 2337 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Jack Ramirez and А! Maldonado. The interview was 
conducted at the Carson Sheriff's Station. Deputy Chacon agreed to be interviewed 
without representation, and the interview was digitally recorded for review. The following 
is a summary of Deputy Chacon's view of the incident. 


Deputy Chacon said he and Deputy MN responded to a fight call. He said the call 
indicated that there were gang members involved. He said upon their arrival, they saw 
two females sitting near the location, so they decided to contact them. Deputy Chacon 
said the females [rA and ШИНИ гн) told them that a 
male and a female had been arguing earlier. Deputy Chacon said while he was talking 
to the females, he saw a male Hispanic (later identified as Suspect Gonzalez) who 
resembled a gang member (shaved head, baggy clothing) walk from behind a parked 
vehicle in the middle of the driveway to the first apartment on the north side of the 
driveway. 


Deputy Chacon said he watched Suspect Gonzalez walk onto the porch which was 
concealed by bushes. He said he directed рершу о contact Suspect Gonzalez. 
He said Deputy contacted Suspect Gonzalez in the driveway and proceeded to 
escort him toward the street in order to determine if he (Gonzalez) had been involved in 
the fight. Deputy Chacon said as Suspect Gonzalez walked by him, he displayed the 
symptoms of intoxication, staggered walk, blood shot eyes, and a strong odor of an 
alcoholic beverage emitting from his breath and person. Deputy Chacon said Suspect 
Gonzalez was cooperative at that time.

Deputy Chacon said that he continued to talk to the females while Deputy began 
to pat down Suspect Gonzalez. He said the pat down was done due to Suspect Gonzalez 
being a possible gang member, and possibly being involved in the gang fight. Deputy 
Chacon said he saw another male Hispanic walk across the driveway in front of the 
parked car and onto the porch of the first apartment on the south side of the driveway. 
He said the male stood at the door, but did not go in. He said there was no porch light on 
and the area was extremely dark. He said he removed his weapon from his holster and 
kept it at his side for officer safety. 


Deputy Chacon said he heard oe “Partner.” He said he turned and saw 
Suspect Gonzalez taking Deputy to the ground near the driver's side rear fender 
of their patrol car. He said Suspect Gonzalez was holding Deputy in a headlock 
with his left arm. He said as the two began to hit the asphalt, he saw Deputy [slip 
the headlock and land on top of Suspect Gonzalez. He said Suspect Gonzalez was on 
his stomach and it appeared that he (Gonzalez) had struck the left side of his head when 
he landed on the asphalt. 


Deputy Chacon said Deputy г on top of Suspect Gonzalez, straddling his upper 
body and attempting to stop Suspect Gonzalez who was still fighting. He said Gonzalez 
attempted to roll to his (Gonzalez) left side repeatedly. He said Gonzalez continued to 
kick at Deputy Deputy Chacon said he holstered his weapon and ran to over to 
assist Deputy Deputy Chacon said he could see that both of Suspect Gonzalez’ 
hands were between his abdominal area and the street. He said at this point, he thought 
Gonzalez was armed with a handgun because of the way he was fighting with Deputy 


Deputy Chacon said he placed his right knee on Suspect Gonzalez’ waist area in order 
to prevent him from rolling to his left side. Deputy Chacon said they yelled out for the 
suspect to stop fighting during the incident, but he refused to comply and just kept kicking. 
Deputy Chacon said he struck Suspect Gonzalez 6 to 7 times with his flashlight on his 
right ankle. He said he continued to yell out verbal commands for the suspect to stop 
fighting, but he refused to comply. He said after he struck Suspect Gonzalez, he said 
“alright.” He said Suspect Gonzalez stopped kicking and stopped trying to roll over to his 
left side. He said Gonzalez refused to remove his hands from his waistband area. Deputy 
Chacon said he removed his duty weapon and placed his gun to the back of Gonzalez’ 
head. He directed Gonzalez to remove his left hand from his waistband area or he would 
shoot him. 


Deputy Chacon said Gonzalez complied and they were able to take him into custody 
without further incident. Deputy Chacon said he requested paramedics and they 
responded to the location and treated Suspect Gonzalez for his injuries. Suspect 
Gonzalez was then transported to Harbor UCLA Medical Center.

He said Deputy Ш as transported to Torrance Memorial Hospital because he 
complained of pain coming from his neck.

Deputy EBENE # was interviewed on July 23, 2009, at 1000 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Jimmy Rios. The interview was 
conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Millligaoreed to be interviewed without 
representation and the interview was audio recorded for review. The following is a 
summary of Deputy EEE perception of the incident. 


Deputy И said on April 6, 2009, he was working with Deputy Chacon in Unit 169 
EM's. He said they responded to a gang fight call at South Berendo Avenue. He 
said as they arrived, they saw two females standing at the end of the driveway. He said 
they started talking to the females and then Deputy Chacon saw a male standing at the 
top of the driveway. He (J was directed by Deputy Chacon to contact the male and 
to see if he was involved in the fight. 


Deputy said he contacted Gonzalez and told him that he just wanted to talk to him. 
He advised him that he was not under arrest and proceeded to place a firm hold behind 
his back. He said he escorted him to the patrol car. He said he could smell alcohol 
coming from Gonzalez. Deputy [said he told suspect Gonzalez that he was going 
to search him. He said Gonzalez replied by saying “Go ahead.” Deputy Жао he 
proceeded to do a search of Gonzalez for possible weapons. He said while he was 
conducting his search, the suspect spun around and put him in a headlock. He said he 
dropped down to his knees to get out of it (headlock) and pushed his arm off of him. He 
said at that point they went down to the ground. 


Deputy Ш said he had the suspect wrapped up as they went down to the ground. 
He said he told Gonzalez “Give me your hands” approximately five times, but he refused 
to comply. He said he was not sure if Gonzalez had a gun or some type of weapon on the 
right side of his waistband because it was obvious that he (Gonzalez) did not want his 
right side to be searched. He said while he was on the ground, the suspect attempted to 
kick him. Deputy [said at this point he yelled out for Chacon. 


Deputy г: Chacon came over and proceeded to hold onto the suspect's feet. 
He (Chacon) told the suspect to give him his (Gonzalez) hands. Deputy said 
Deputy Chacon told the suspect several times to show him his hands, but the suspect 
refused. He said at that point he heard a banging noise. He said after that, the suspect 
said Okay, okay, okay” and stopped kicking. He said after that the suspect gave up his

hands. He said the suspect was taken into custody at that point. Не said they searched 
the suspect and placed him in their patrol car. Deputy EE said he told Deputy Chacon 
that he ЙИШ felt a sharp pain down the back of his neck.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 

Suspect Ricardo Gonzalez, was initially interviewed on April 6, 2009, by Sergeant 
Yvette Christopher, MEME at Harbor UCLA Medical Center. During that interview 
Suspect Gonzalez admitted to drinking alcohol on the night of this incident. He refused 
to answer specific questions regarding his actions. At one point during the interview, he 
told Sergeant Christopher that he did not want to talk any longer.

On April 7, 2009, Detectives Mandujano гга Wedel DL | of Operation Safe 
Streets Gang Detail, interviewed Suspect Gonzalez. Suspect Gonzalez told the detectives 
that he had been drinking Budweiser beer on the day of this incident. He told detectives 
when he saw the deputies he ran and was tackled. Suspect Gonzalez told detectives that 
he did not remember anything and did not remember how he hurt his leg when asked. 
He said he ran from the deputies because he did not want to go back to prison. Suspect 
Gonzalez told detectives that he is a "Tortilla Flats" gang member with a moniker of "Calo" 
and "Critter."
